Among other things, she told of leaping 
from a window of the Sacred Heart 
Convent in St. Charles in an effort to 
kill herself rather than be forced by her 
father to study French. 

Mrs. Moseley alleges her father has 
squandered a large portion of her moth- 
er’s estate and that he has deprived her 
of moneys that she should have received 
as one of her mother’s heirs, In her suit 
Mrs. Moseley valued her mother’s estate 
at $100,000. Bogy is connected with the 
Union Sand and Material Co. 

Paid Her Large Sums, He Says. 

Bogy, in his reply to the charge, claims 
he paid his daughter large sums of mon- 
ey before and after her marriage. She 
demanded $350 a month, he claims, as a 
pension, in consideration of her will- 
ingness to give up the stage. 

Bogy also claims his daughter pawned 
most of her mother’s jewelry, which he 
had given her, and denies her charge 
that she was forced to pawn certain 
articles to get sufficient money ‘to buy 
food and clothes. 

When Mrs. Moseley, on examination of 
her father’s attorney, told of her at- 
tempted suicide, her attorney, Judge 
William C. Marshal, jumped to his feet 
and exclaimed angrily that if the other 
side intended to air family affairs he 
would give them blow for blow. 

On cross-examination by S. T. 8. 
Smith, her father’s attorney, Mrs. 
Moseley told of disagreements with her 
father while she was in the convent. 

Wanted All Her Time for Music. 

“He wanted me to study French and 
I wanted, to devote all my time to 
In 1907, when I Was}, 
16 years old, I jumped from a second- 
story window of the convent. I wanted 
to kill myself. My father insisted that 
I study French. Besides that, he did 
not give me enough money.“ 

The cross-examination apparently was 
intended to show that Mrs. Moseley was 
willful and headstrong and a hard per- 
son for a guardian to control. 

Mrs. Moseley said that after the leap 
from the window she was unconscious 
two days. When she regained conscious- 
ness her father was at her bedside.

PANAMA CANAL IS. SAFE 
FROM ATTACKS BY SEA 


Secret Tests Made by Fleet Show 
Enemy Could Not Get Near 


Enough to Locks. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. %.—Secret tests 
recently made by the third division of 
the Atlantic battleship fleet, under com- 
mand of Rear Admiral Usher are said 
to have proved that the Panama Canal 
would be safe from the fire of an 
enemy’s fleet, so far as the Gatun and 
other important locks are concerned. 
The tests, started last winter, are de- 
clared to have shown that a fleet could 
not determine the location of the Gatun 
locks. It also was discovered that in- 
tervening hills rendered the Ipcks al- 
most immune from damage by bom- 
bardment from sea. 

Extension of the breakwater on the 
Atlantic side has made it possible to 
mount long range guns so far out that 
the approach of an enemy’s fleet could 
readily ‘be checked.

FINANCIERS SAY POLITICS 
Has DEPRESSED BUSINESS 


Hill and Vanderlip in Chicago to 
Address Bankers on Pro- 
posed Legislation. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 80.—James J. Hill of 
the Great Northern Railroad and Frank 
A. Vanderlip, president of the National 
City Bank of New York, who arrived 
here today to deliver addresses to the 
convention of the Investment Bankers’

As the leading business organization of the 
city, its members as individuals and as a body 
should give vigorous support to the effart to take 
away from the city the reproach of the unfin- 
ished bridge and give the city the benefit of the 
completed structure. : .

Let us keep in mind, however, precisely what 
we want and the process by which prompt and 
satisfactory results may be obtained. 

Mass meetings of citizens to press for action, 
suggested by former City Counselor Walther, 
might be valuable as a means of crystallizing 
public sentiment and bringing it to bear upon 
the municipal authorities. But discussions at 
mass meetings of the advantages of different pro- 
posed approaches, as he further suggested, would 
be worse than futile~it would check, not pro- 
mote action. | 

What is wanted is action, not debate. We 
have had more than enough futile discussion of 

pproaches. A mass meeting of citizens is not 
qualified to determine what kind of an approach 
shall be built or where it shall be located. 

It is the height of folly to take votes at a mass 
meeting or at the polls on the design, ‘material, 
cost or location of a bridge approach. These are 
questions for competent engineers to decide. They 
have been decided. 

Concentrate the whole movement in the one is- 
sue—complete the bridge. 

Another danger is the identification of the 
campaign with any one individual, organiza- 
tion, faction or newspaper. 

All individual citizens, factions and organi- 
zations should unite for the one end—COM- 
PLETION OF THE BRIDGE. 

The movement should“ be popular in the broad 
sense.

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FACTS IN THE GARMENT STRIKE. 
A letter to the Post-Dispateh signed “Garment 
Manufacturer” speaks of the striking workers as 
rejecting ‘sheltered, easy, indoor occupation in 
factories rigidly inspected by State inspectors.” 
One of the urgent claims of the strikers’ cham- 
pions is that this “sheltered, easy, indoor“ occu- 
pation tends to ‘tuberculosis and that thé hours 
of labor should be shortened. 
That the piecework rate on skirts varies from 
25 cents to $1 according to the elaborateness of 
the design, is asserted in the letter. Champions 
of the strikers contend that a flat rate of 25 cents 
is paid which provides no greater wage for elab- 
orate design than for plain work. 
The letter shows how widely the parties to 
the labor controversy are separated on facts 
from which the merits’ of the strike must be 
judged. It emphasizes the suggestion that disin- 
terested citizens use their best efforts for a set- 
tlement of the trouble. “Garment Manufactur- 
er” should demand an arbitration that will bring 
out the actual facts and harmonize the differ- 
ences.

James E. Allison, chief engineer of the expir- 
ing St. Louis Public Service Commission, told 
his City Club auditors Tuesday that watered 
stock in public utility companies is essential, 
„to divide the risk between the stockholders and 
the bondholders.“ He added: “It will never dis- 
appear.” 

Mr. Allison errs. The water in the stock of 
the Cleveland street railway companies disap- 
peared, permanently, when that city forced re- 
duction of fares from 5 cents to 3 cents. The 
water in the stock of street railway companies in 
European cities disappeared when the lines were 
taken over into municipal ownership. 

To talk of financial “risk” in connection with 
an everlasting gold mine like a street railway 
monopoly in a modern big city is to provoke the 
mirth of the initiated.

“The United Railways Co. is the best piece of 
property in the United States. It is a huge 
woney maker.”

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THE REPEAL OF THE PAROLE AND PRO. 
BATION LAWS. 


By KARL KIMMEL, 
Judge of the First District Police Court, 
What is the use of attempting to obtain pro- 
gressive legislation in this city when one As- 
sembly enacts ideas into laws which are for the 
benefit of the poor and friendless offenders in a 
community and the lower house of the next 


Assembly votes to repeal it without “rhyme or 


reason,” and because of personal and political in- 
fluence, 

We could understand how legislation that might 
affect a political party, which involves some po- 
litical issue, might be influenced to a passage or 
defeat. by the representatives of that party. But 
we are unable to conceive why laws which create 
a system for the aid of the friendless can be 
wiped off the ordinance books without a qualm 
of conscience and without regret for those un- 
fortunates which those laws are aimed to benefit. 

The parole and probation laws applying to the 
police tourts of this city, after a test of seven 
months, were voted by the House of Delegates to 
be repealed against all argument and practical 
proof of the success of the present system. 

The récords of the parole and probation depart- 
ment show that it has handled 618 cases to date, 
or on the average of 153 for each of the four 
officers. That it has collected directly and in- 
fluenced the collection indirectly of $3300 to date. 
The money collected is turned over to dependent 
families of offenders who are brought into the 
police courts. 

All of the members of the Board of Parole ex- 
cepting one are in favor of maintaining the pres- 
ent system, and that member is not enough inter- 
ected in the success of the system to come to tLe 
meetings of the board. ia 

If one examines the bill proposed to repeal the 
present parole and probation laws, it will be seen 


stroyed without offering anything in its stead, 
that two boards would be created to accomplish 
one purpose, that one of the courts would be 
given no representation on the board at all, that 
the Superintendent of the City Workhouse would 
be entizely ignored, that a douple system of rec- 
ords: acedunts would have to be maintained, 
that fie check tFbuld be kept upon what prisoners 
had been paroled by one board and what paroled 
by. the other board, that the services of a woman 
probation officer would be lost to the céurts, and 
that the relief of $2 each to paroled prisoners 
would be eliminated: 

These are some of the effects which would flow 
from the repeal of the present laws, any one of 
which should justify a reasoning man who is 
guided by right motives and conscientious scruples 
to decide against their repeal. 

When the Board of Parole acts upon the parole 
of a prisoner from the workhouse it is found in 
the majority of instances that the prisoner is 
without money, practically without clothing, with- 
out friends and without the ability to find imme- 
diate employ ment, The $2 that is given him is in- 
tended to keep him from starvation and to deter 


him from committing further offenses until he 


can obtain employment, or until employment can 
be obtained for him. For this purpose the board 
has an appropriation of $1000, an enormous sum 
to expend per year in the work of influencing men 
toward good citizenship, and yet the enemies of 
these laws are using as an argument that the city 
is to be saved money by their repeal. The entire 
appropriation for the present year, to be expbend- 
ed under the operation of these laws, is $6800, 
which includes every item of expense, the salaries 
of four probation officers included, and yet the 
opponents of these ordinances would have the 
public believe that the City Treasury is being 
pauperized to maintain them. 

The police courts have jurisdiction over females 
from 17 years upward. Hundreds of cases appear 
upon the dockets of these courts each month in 
which women are interested, women who need the 
advice, the influence and ald of a woman proba- 
tion officer. The woman probation officer who 
is a member of this department, in addition to 
doing the stenographic work of the office and for 
the board, looks after cases of female offenders 
hs are placed on probation or who are paroled 
from the city workhouse. The enemies of these 
laws would have you believe that the work of a 
female probatidn officer is entirely superfluous 
and unnecessary, and therefore want her dis- 
pensed with. : 7

gaged in making investigations or finding em- 
ployment for some helpless woman, or influencing 
others to stop the drink habit, others to earn

With the exception of the provision 
requiring the collection of the tax at 
its source, the law is quite clear. It is 
estimated by Collector Allen that be- 
tween 15,000 and 18,000 persons in the 
Eastern District of Missouri, embracing 
St. Louis and 52 counties, will have to 
pay the income tax. As there are more 
than 2,000,000 people in the St. Louis 
éistrict, about one person out of each 
100 or 150 will have to pay the mcome 
tax. 

Although the income tax law did not 
go into effect until Oct. 3, it contains a 
retroactive provision that incomes shail 
be taxable from March 1, 1913. Persons 
subject to the tax will have to make 
their returns for the 10 months period 
from March 1 to Dec. 31. Thereafter re- 
turns shall be made to cover the ‘uil 
calendar year. 

Provisions of the Law. 

The law provides that all single per- 

sons having an income in excess of 
$3000 must pay a normal tax of 1 per 
cent on the excess, and married per- 
sons having an income in excess of 
$4000 must pay the same rate on the 
excess. 
An additional tax of 1 per cent must 
be paid on the net income from all 
sources over 30, 000 and up to $50,000; 2 
per cent on the amount of income over 
$50,000 and not over $75,000; 3 per cent 
on the excess income over $75,000 and up 
to $100,000; 4 per cent on the excess in- 
come over $100,000 up to $250,000; 5 per 
cent on the excess income over $250,000 
up to $600,000, and 6 per cent on the °x- 
cess income over $600,000.

Chairman Stephens said today that the 
commission hoped to work the matter 
out satisfactorily. He thinks it likely 
that other quarries will be developed, 
before the State needs the stone, which 
may be able to furnish limestone up to 
the specifications. 

Nearly all the samples submitted by 
the developed quarries have “crows- 
test“ ranging in width from one-eighth 
of an inch to more than one-half incn. 
The commission will try to thresh the 
matter vut without recommending aun 
extra session of the Legislature to call 
a special election to repeal the provi- 
sion requiring the use of Missouri stone. 
Members of the commission Say that 
it will be impracticable to go back 
to the people with the stone ques- 
tion, 

Crowsfeet are said to produce 
weathering, which gives the stone a 
peculiar cashed appearance.
